REPORT OF MR. ROBERT BEAUMONT, OF LLANDAFF. “4 


Northampton, Ang. 29, 1854.—In consequence of an application on behalf of the 
Northamptonshire Great Central Coal Mining Company, I have examined the property 
at Kingsthorpe, with a view to ascertain the quality of the minerals, with their approxi- 
mation to the coal fields in the western districts. At Kingsthorpe, two pits or shafts have 
been sunk several years ago, to the depth of adout 320 yards or 160 fms. ; the journal 
given of the several strata passed through in the course of sinking these pits, and the ap- 
pearance of the metals as seen on the surtace, indicate in strong terms that they belong 
to the series of red and white marl stone, or lower range of oolite strata. They appear 
also to have snnk through the red and variegated marls and new red sandstone, and 
thereby have approched the red congicmerate, magnesian limestone, and conglomerate, 
which are embedded next to the coal measures. Finding this to be the case, I have ex- 
amined the strata in Warwickshire, where the easternmost collieries have been opened, 
and I find there nearly the same range of strata; as also at Coventry the same rock is 
found.

EXTRACTION OF SULPHUR FROM COPPER ORES. 


Sta,—It has been stated, that if the copper ores were so calcined as to obtain the sul- 
pbur contained in them, they would not be fusible enough, and that in the smelt- 
ing works a great accumula of foul siag would take piace, which it would be dif- 
ficult to get rid of. It is well known that where carbonates are melted alone, they 
require ores containing iron pyrites to flux them; it wason this account that t 
Sopterdal Copper Works, about sixty miles distapt from Christainsand, in Norway, 
were abandoned, they bad carbonates which they were obliged toreduce alone. In the 
neighbourhood they had no poor mundicy ores ; they attempted to obtain iron pyrites 
in order to flux their rich ores; this could only be got in small quantities, and at an 
expensiverate : the slags were neverclean, the roads were bad, and it was impossible to 

t the ores to a port at @ profit, consequently the property was given up, and 
about five weeks since, an advert pp din the Mining Journal, in which 
the proprietors offered to sell the mines and plant, consisting of smelting works, houses, 
machinery, &c., for half the value of the ore at surface. 

At Swansea, after the ores are calcined and fit for the ore furnace there still remains 
in them a t quantity.of sulphur ; the nostrils of all whoare present at the tapping 
of the regulus can testify to this; thereeven remains so much that, previous to its 6 
taken to the metal furnace, it isinvariably that the regulusshould be calcined, 
and the sulphurous smell emi g from that is even more obnoxious than from 
the ore. In the roaster, when the biack copper is tapped, though less offensive, sul- 
phur is evolved, and its presence can be detected in the refinery. If the sulphur which 
18 wasted in the calcination of the ores and regulus was preserved, a great saving 
would be effected. In the stacks of the calciners deposits, sometimes of an inch thick, 
are formed, and when these are cleaned, large quaatities of sulphur and arsenic can 
be gathered. In Saxony, Hungary, the Hartz, and Fabtun, considerabie quantities 
of su!puur are obtained, which are made available, and still sufficient left im the ore 
so that a clean slag can be had ; and I dare venture to affirm that from many of these 
establishments there will be found less metal than is commonly thrown over the heap 
at Swansea. It has been urged that the products would be in such large quantities 
that a market could not be found for it. When itis considered the many branches of 
industry which are dependent upon the products of sulphur, I am inclined to differ 
from this opinion, however ably it may be advanced. In the spring of the year we 
were threatened with a prohibition from Sicily of the export of sulphur from that 
country. The plans adopted on the Continent could be tried here: we have advan- 
tages they have not, and if the supply was in excess of the demand, the natural and 
unrestricted operations of trade would easily correct this. We have the material in 
our own country, and although an advocate for free trade, I do not think we should 
be ya upon foreigners, when we can supply the article as cheaply ourselves, 
both for home consumption and export.— Paddington, Sept. 1). Greemanicus, 











THE COPPER TRADE—SMELTERS, MINERS, anp CONSUMERS. 


Str,—I have often been amused at the paragraphs which have appeared in your 
respectable Journal from time to time under the various heads of ** Smelting,” ‘* Cop- 
per Smelting,” &c., and of the complaints made by the writers at what they conecive 
to be an injustice to the miners; as also the impossibility of the miners being able to 
shake off the thraldom which so much affects tneir interest. The miners are a body 
of traders on whom the smelters depend for a supply of ores to carry on estau- 
blishments; therefore, why can they not, or why do they not, relieve themselves 
from such a strange position, and not keep grumbling! since the community ean have 
nothing to do with their private affairs. There certainly does appear, to a stranger 
unaccustomed to the trade, a singular anomaly uccording to the following statement, 
which, perhaps, some of your readers can explain. If the smelters are not in fault, 
why should they be subject to these attacks! As a body they rank high, from the 
large capital they have at command; and it is but fair to presume the miners are 
paid a remunerating price for their ores, if they are not, surely it must be their own 
fault, inasmuch as the smelters depend on them for the meterial which they use, and 
cannot carry on their works without. I am inclined to think with Mr. T. I, Hill, 
whose general remarks appear very impartial, and always much to the purpose, that 
the miners are paying more attention to jobbing in shares than to the welfare of their 
concerns (see his letter of the 9th inst.) But let us refer to the statement before al- 
luded to :—Oct. 6, 1853, the average standard was 137/. 15s., the average produce 6X , 
and the average price of the ores 5/. 17s. per ton of 21 cwts.; tough cake copper was 
then charged 107/. 10s. per ton, minus 2'4 per cent. for cash on delivery; whereas 
last month (Aug. 24) the average standard was 140/., the average produce 6's, and 
the average price of ores 5/, 17s. per ton, the same as above ; the price of tough cake 
copper is now 126/. per ton, minus 244 per cent. for cash payment, making a differ- 
ence in favour of the smelter of about is/. per ton, an enormous profit on such large 
returns and prompt payment, realised without paying a corresponing advance for the 
ores. It would appear from these data, that the consumers are the parties to com- 
plain, and not the miners, since they (the miners) have the power in their own hands 
to obtain a relative price for their ores, or withhold them, but the unfortunate con- 
sumers are compelled to submit to whatever price the smelters (a monopoly) choose 
to charge—and an extraordinary monopoly it undoubtedly is.

PATENT LAW REFORM. 


Srr,—I must confess to being much pleased with your remarksin the Mining Journal 
of the 2d inst., in exposing the injustice practised by the officials and their under- 
strappers in the Patent-office, for their own convenience, rather than for the advan- 
tage of the public, in their (professed) management of the recent considerably re- 
formed Patent Laws,—of their being allowed to deprive inventors of the atelions 
of including the British colonies in the patent, as allowed under the oid laws,—of 
their being allowed to make delays, to increase expenses, in the too limited time al- 
lowed to inventors,—and of the said officials, &c., being allowed to deprive inventors 
of their interest by useless crotchets, &c. I have sometimes thought to make some 
attempts to invent, and procured Patent-office circulars, to see what protection can 
be got for inventions; but from the difficuities appearing in the circulars, with the 
injustice exposed by your remarks, makes the possibility of a poor man obtaining a 
patent questionable. In reviewing the “ circulars of information” in my 
patents for the United Kingdom are promised, but the colonies are not once men- 
tioned in the new circular; then, instead of the patent being granted to the inventor 
only, as in the United Sta by applying at the Patent-office, it appears that patents 
have to be sought through solicitor agency, which agent, after receiving the inventor’s 
case, may find it more to his advantage to forward an opposition in some indirect and 
underhand way, to deprive the inventor of the patent. 

As to the prices of patents, it is no credit to John Bull tocharge more than brother 
Jonathan and others for the same privileges. The same circular informs me that a 
United States patent for 14 years costs about 130/,; a French patent for 15 years costs 
about 90/.; and an Austrian patent for 15 years but 254, or 30/, the first five years, 
and soon. Yet behold! under the British reformed Patent Laws a patent for the 
wed pons costs at least 181/. 10s., besides from 12/. to 15/. expenses of tion, 
and liability to 6/.

Sin,—A somewhat uncourteous notice, in the shape of an advertisement, appeared in 
your columns last Saturday, charging me with the surreptitious appropriation of another 
man’s invention. If I had been guilty at such an act, 1 should certainly now either 
freely acknowledge it, or else be silent; for it would be an ill-judged province on my 
part to contend against fucts and realities, and attempt to assuine a position whic! I 
know I cannot maintain, As, however, I have done nothing of the sort, but have fairly 
taken principles already the right and property of the whole world, and applied thei, 
for the first time, to a new and useful purpose, I will not allow the assumptions of Mr, 
James Nasmyth, of Patricroft, in L hire, to pass jeed 

It has been truly said of the more fortunate part of mankind that “ some are born to 
greatness, some achieve greatness, and some have greatness thrust upon them" My 
opponent, in the present instance, belongs to the last named class (for though he has 
claimed very much from the world, he has received even more than he asked for) ; and 
I must, therefore, solicit your readers to dismiss from their minds al) prejudiced notious 
arising out of idle rumour and unexamined report, and carefully and dispassionately to 
Note the facts which I am now about to lay before them. 

In the year 1784 the celebrated James Watt (whose fame is his own, and rests not in 
any way upon the achivements of others) INVENTED THE STEAM-HAMMER. Every great 
invention is doomed to struggle through initial difficulties, and to pass, as it were, Uiroush 
infancy and childhood, until it has been fairly matured by the elaborating hand of time, 
Watt's steam-hammer, as being the first ever constructed, could scarcely be deemet a 
very finished contrivance, yet it was set to work, and found in point of power, stabiliy, 
and exemption from breakage, to be very superior to the helve hammers then in odi- 
nary use. Some 20 years after the date of this invention--that is to say in 1806—a pa- 
tent was taken by Mr. William Deverill for another steam- hammer. The general scheme 
was here the same as in the former instance, merely differing in the details of its appii- 
cation. But what was this scheme—this principle, which at the early period of time 
here referred to had already formed the subject of two distinct patents! Jt was the di- 
rect application of steam to the movement of a forge hammer ; aud \4 years after the 
date of Watt's patent this principle had become by law the property of the world! But 
no; it would appear otherwise! On the 9th June, 1842, and when, by the progress of 
engineering adventure, the demand for maleable iron had become most extensive, both 
in this country and abroad, Mr. James Nasmyth, of Patricroft, obtained a sweeping and 
comprehensive patent for this very invention. He took the principle Jast named for his 
basis, made a slight alteration in its mechanical details, and fencing it round with an am- 
biguous specification, he called it his own, obtained for it a promt position in the 
Great Exhibition of All Nations (not, mind, as a grand triumph of engineering skill, the 
prineipie, the groundwork, aad the general outline of whicl: had emanated from the mas- 
ter minds of preceding engineers, but as acontrivance and invention exclusively hisown); 
and thas, without one word of reference to the previous history of the engine, he calmly 
awaited the approbation of the multitade who were destined to gaze apon the imposing

| policy succeed, that it may be safely affirmed at the present moment that, thougl many 
| people have heard of Nasmyth’s steam hammer, and very many have seen it, not one in 


| twenty is aware that the direct action of steam had been applied to the working of ouch 
| hammers anterior to Mr. Nasmyth’s time. Many engineers even, with whom I have 
conversed upon the subject, disputed the fact until convineed of its reality. It may pos- 
sibly be thought that some of my expressions are rather strong, but the (question is not 
whether they are strong, but whether they are true; for, if true, they have been well 
called for by the uncourteous notification which graced your columus lust Saturday, 

I have stated that Mr. Nasmyth took the principle prevously introduced by Watt and 
Deverill, and made but a slight alteration in the details ofits application. These arc not 
my words merely. In a number of the Glasgow Herald, which appeared in September, 
1848, the writer (who is evidently conversant with the sulject upon which le treats) 
distinctly states that Jong after the date of Watt and Deveriil’s patents ‘* Mr. Nasinytl 
brought out anc patented a steam-hammer, similar to them in principle, and not much 
different in detail.” Then, again, I have stated that Mr. Nasmyth fenced round his in- 
vention with an specification. Let us see in this instances also, whether I 
have departed a single point from fact, and the accuracy of the description which I am 
now about to give easily be tested by a reference to the Enrolment Office. The ma- 
chine described in thie specification consists of a vertical cylinder, properly supported 
upon uprights at some distance from the ground. The cylinder is open at the top, and 
furnished with a piston and piston-rod.

of the caveat in place of the present provisional protection, private turning of theory 
to substance might be allowed to forward inventions. 

It is strange that the Americans should have raised the cost or price of their pa- 
tents to above six times the amount they were in 1846, and, stranger still, that the 
British reformed patent prices should still exceed the American prices. 

I suppose extent of territory is an argument against reduction of price to that of 
Belgian and Holland patents. Yet with the old law of caveat introduced as provi- 
sional protection, instead of what is now called provisional protection, with the other 
arrangements of the new Patent Law, more reduced in price than at present; or 
otherwise, the careat system added to the French or Austriar arrangements of Patent 
Laws and prices, I would be much disposed to call model Patent Laws. 

The new circular says—*‘ Provisional protection for six months be | be obtained 
at once, at an expense, including Government fees and agency SS. 10 
But it says also—“ As soon as provisional protection has been ned, inventors 
should, through their agent, give notice of intention to proceed with the patent—a ste 
attended with further expense of 6. 1s.” Again, it says, ‘‘ The expense of from 12/. 
to 15/. for the specification is distinct from the 30 guineas previously stated as the 
price of the patent.” 

I am inclined to ask how such ney charges can be made in America, France, &c., 
where patents are granted to the inventor only ? 

The advertisement part of the circular — of the solicitor entering caveats, as 
though eareats may yet be entered; but I do not see how people can overlook the ad- 
vantages of the caveat, to make use of the provisional protection, as it is called.

Most of the hines I have ined 
are unsuited to anything more than experiment; they would fail when called upon 
to fulfil their promise; and most of them have been planned without reference to 
land carriage, and capability of repair when at work. 

Ty far the most suitable machine for simplicity and promised efficiency that I have 

seen, is that now at work at the Windsor Iron Works, City-road, invented by Mr. 
Jrewe. Itis. a simple machine, which reduces the rock into a slimy mud; this it 
appears to accomplish rapidly and perfectly, leaving no doubt on my mind that the 
subsequent application of the processof amalgamation, followed with success at Frey- 
burg, for silver (see Phillips’s Metallurgy, page 548), would leave us nothing to desire, 
This second process is one that has been proved, and, therefore, can be applied without 
any doubt, The rate.of work at Freyburg is, upon the Segue authority, 180 
tons in 14 days; asufficiently rapid rate for all we require, until we have gained ex- 
perience to guide our bringing each process to perfection.

Stm,—About two years ago, my friends and self were induced to purchase a great 
number of shares, at a high premium, in an Australian gold company, which was 
then represented to have been formed, and io be carried out, by honourable men, of 
high standing in the city of London, in connection with a gentleman of well-known 
reputation in scientific and practical attainments, and of Cente I integrity. 
This gentleman, it was said, had left London for Australia, supplied with abundant 
means to establish the pany on a proper basis. It now turns out that we have 
been deceived. In the first place, instead of there being a body of directors to attend 
to the interest of the shareholders at large, we have only had one, and whose object 
has been throughout to keep the affair as private as possible, so as to make it subser- 
vient to hisown ends, As to the honourable directors, they only appear in print, 
and, probably, are as ignorant of the real state of things as we are. I have been in- 
formed by a gentleman who has just returned from the colony, that the English gold 
companies are looked on there with great suspicion, and it is believed that they are 
merely formed by their promoters for the purpose of establishing commercial houses, 
and to give employment to their own connections at the expense of the public. He 
told me that one of the most accredited companies became in disrepute at the outset, 
in consequence of false representations which were circulated in the Zimes by the pro- 
moters, to deceive the public in England, so as to sell their shares ata high premium. 
The superintendent who was sent out to carry on the operations of the company 
was discharged without ceremony soon after his arrival, together with nis brother, 
to make room for the relatives of the chairman. The above ill-treated agents are 
now working hard with their families at the diggings, and are much pitied in the co- 
lony; whilst the successor, the private superintendent, is very comfortably esta- 
blished on the company’s premises at our expense, for the benefit of himself and his 
worthy patron. I have been recommended to press the winding-up of the concern ; 
that no good can be expected from the hands of such parties; and that the sooner 
we divide what is left amongst ourselves, the better. It is, therefore, to the inte- 
rest of the shareholders to have the company dissolved as soon as ible, and get 
back the remaining funds. The interest of those who have deceived us, and who are 
now enjoying their ill-begotten wealth, derived from selling shares, and who are 
actually living at our expense, is to protract the existence of the company as long as 
any money remains, It is time that we should compel this and similar companies to 
wind up their affairs, and warn the public not to have anything to do with such di- 
rectore in future.—Sept, 21.

Puant v. Grsson AND WiiKEs.—On Saturday, Mr. Goddard, the attor-

Wyatt opposed the application, on the ground that this was not a proper case to 

tried in a criminal court—not only from the well-known respectability of the defen- 
dants, but that this was an indictment preferred after the prosecutor had brought an 
action against one of the defendants for shares sold in a mine, but finding he could 
not recover, had recourse to this indictment. His lordship, in dismissing the sum- 
mons, said this was a course generally adopted by one shareholder in a mine against 
another when the mine did not turn out productive; but it seldom succeeded, and 
from what his lordship saw of this case, it was likely to meet with the same result. 
Mr. Goddard objected to this, as it was prejudicing his client’s case ; but his lordship 
remarked that he was not doing so, but if he granted the prosecutor’s application he 
should be prejudicing the defendants’ case; for he saw quite enough of the position 
of the defendants that they were in a respectable sphere in society, and the whole 
case had been submitted to him on the defendants’ attorney applying for the writ be- 
fore he directed it to issue; and, perhaps, the prosecutor might be placed in a similar 
— as the defendants, or, at all events, he might have an action brought against 

im for a malicious prosecution by the defendants.

My object in writing is not to comment 
on the innocence or guilt of the plaintiffs, but to consider the remarks made during 
a conversation b the ad tes at the close of the proceedings, as to whether 
the money could be kept from one of the plaintiffs, he being under age. Now, pre- 
suming that the money is recoverable by Davey, the younger, on this ground, it will 
have a serious effect on mining generally, and the greatest sufferers will be the miners 
themselves. Miners serve no apprenticeship. In ‘the first instance the boys come 
mence at from seven to ten years of age working in the dressing floors—after some 
time, as opportunities occur, they are placed uncerground, at so much per month or 
day, as the case may be, until the captain considers them capable of doing a good day’s 
work, when they are permitted (without reference to age) to settle for themse!ves— 
i.e., to take pitches or bargains on their own account; and it happens that from 18 to 
21 years of age they can do as much labour as at any time of their lives. This prac- 
tice not only holds out great inducement for them to exercise their abilities at an 
early age, but is of the greatest importance to fathers of families, who have some- 
times two or three rons, under 21 years of age, earning full wages, and this is the 
time anxiously looked forward to by the miner, who expects to be Cages ape eed oa 
toil, anxiety, and hardships endured by him in rearing his family, It also 
that a father—either by accident (to which, from their dangerous 
are so liable) or from natural causes—dies, leaving a widow and large family, but should 
there be a grown up son (not 21 years of age), by this salutary rule he is allowed to 
take his father’s place, aud the family is at onee provided for. Many other instances 
might be given to show the advantages of the custom, but I think has been

mine accidents than to any other causes; and when we hear the reck- 
lessness of the men publicly condemned, do not our consciences teach us 
that the recklessness of which we complain, is but another name for the 
paper aces | we deplore? That ignorance too, allowed to pervade a 
class of men, of all others the most exposed to peril, surrounded by the 
most noxious breathing the most impure air, in the centre of the 
most inflammable substances, and constantly in contact with the most dan- 
| gerous machinery ; considerations which, irrespective of the great pecu- 
| Biary loses proprietors invariably sustain by such calamities, ought to 
| satisfy every thinking mind that of all the operative classes, the mining, 
| now the most neglected, requires to be the best trained and the best edu- 

cated. Can it, with the examples before our eyes, be doubted that if the 
| mining population of this kingdom were rendered, by an efficient and 
| liberal system, what they ought to be, many valuable lives would be annu-

add to the other burthens of the country, much valuable property would be

The great 
telescope-gasholder works at Philadelphia are described as remarkable, not 
more on actount of their magnitude, than on account of the combination 
of engineering siill with ornamental finish which has been displayed 
in their arrangement, “A drawing is given in the report: the size appears 
to exceed any yet erected in this country, the holder being 160 feet in dia- 
meter and 90 feet high, with 12 guide towers of cast-iron and stone, in 
an ornamental form; while the teleseopic gasholder of the Imperial Gas 
Company, erected at Kennington is 160 feet wide by 70 in depth; but it 
is said that they intend to construet one at their works at Fulham, 260 
feet in diameter.

of boilers by the saving of fuel,” was held on Tuesday last, at Manchester. 
BansamMin NICHOLLS, s, the mayor of that city, presided, and after ad- 
verting to the rapid extension of our manufactories, of our railways, and 
of steam navigation, which had given rise to an immense increase in the 
use of steam, he observed that the sad accidents, occurring iu some in- 
stances from defective construction, and in others from the careless manner 
in which boilers were. worked, had forced upon the attention of the cbm- 
munity the absolute necessity of taking some steps to guard, as far as pos- 
sible, against such ¢atastrophes, He then stated that the object of the 
intended association was to:take the initiative, rather than leave it to the 
Government, and that Mr. Farmpairn would submit to the meeting the 
plan which he proposed, by which the risk of working at high pressures 
would be diminished, and a proper and careful inspection of all boilers be- 
longing to ita me secured, 

Mr. Farman then read to the meeting a prospectus of the yoluntary 
association p d to be formed, in aceordance with his suggestion at the 
late inquest at Rochdale, for the prevention of boiler explosions, and the

was not forthcoming, had been executed by two of the directors of the Sea 
Company, and under their common seal. The latter company, as assig- 
nees se that deed, had afterwards received moneys in respect of the 
assets of the assigning company, and had transacted their business, when 
an order was e, directing that company to be also wound up ; and cer- 
tain claims against the assigning company having been allowed by the 
Master in their winding-up case, the official manager, in right of the in- 
demnity covenant, made an application for liberty to prove for the amount 
of those claims against the company to which the assignment had been 
| made,, and which, it was alleged, had entered intd the covenant, The 
Master Trxxey disallowed the claim, principally.on the ground that the 
contract was not complete, or the assignment absolutely binding. On ap- 

| peal to Vice-Chancellor Srvanrt, he affirmed this decision, costs. 
An appeal from both decisions was brought before the Lords Justices 
of Appeal, Kxicux Bauce and Turner, and they concurred in opinion 
that the decision of the Master and Vice-Chancellor were both erroneous, 
and they reversed both. In delivering judgment, they observed that there 
was no ground for the imputation of fraud made against the Port of 
Londor- mys ~The instrument of assignment. was under the common 
seal of the See ire and Life Company, and the only doubt there could be 
as “ the directors of the fatter had exceeded tle powers under their 
eed. It was proved that more than two of the directors of the Port of 
Company had sanctioned the deed of transfer, and that they had 
done so in the form and mode presented by their deed of settlement. Some 
of the doouments-which had been executed were.not produced, and the 
Court complained that they had not sufficient means of knowing upon 
what grounds the Master and Vice-Chancellor had proceeded, for nothing 
satisfactory had been brought before them, The principal question now 
for their considération was whether the contract fad been concluded, or 
whether the matter still rested on contract. Adopting even the latter 
conclusion, the most favourable to the respondents, it was argued that the 
Sea Fire and Life Assurance Company could not be bound by the contract. 
The facts seemed, however, to establish a valid one; the deed of assign- 
ment recited a contract, and that deed must be taken as évidence that the 
proper formalities had been complied with. In addition to. this, the Sea 
Fire and Life Company took all the books, business, and accounts from the 
Port of London Company into their own hands, and went on paying the 
debts.and liabilities of that company, making no claim against them on 
account of those payments, It was then alleged that there had not been 
any legal meeting of the directors of the Port of London Company, and 
that the deed of assignment had not been signed by three of the directors, 
as required by the deed of settlement; but the Court thought that its re- 
uisitions had been sufficiently complied with. If, however, any doubt 
thould exist on that question, it was clearly the duty of the Court, when 
a purchaser had taken possession of that which he batgained Yor, and had 
enjoyed the subject matter of his contract, to make every fair presumption 
in favour of the sale. It had been urged that the contract was impeach- 
able on the ground of fraud, inasmuch as the Port of London Company 
was itself insolvent when the contract was made, but the Court had yet 
to learn that the good will and assets of an insolvent company were of no 
value; the claim was, therefore, allowed, and the costs of all parties, both 
before the Vice-Chancellor and in the Court of Appeal, were directed to 

be paid out of the assets of the respondent company. 











In our Journal of the 12th of August last, we called attention to the 
case of Pret v. GreENwoop, which was an action brought by a workman 
in the em ent of the defendants to recover damages from them for 
the loss of his hand, occasioned, as he alleged, by the want of sufficient 
eare on their part in providing for the proper security of steam-machinery 
of which he was in charge. The ease was tried before Mr. Justice 
Crowper at the last assizes for Lancaster; and although the learned 
Judge adopted the view of the law as laid down by the House of Lords 
in Patterson v. WaLLace, to which we have so repeatedly referred, the

The majority of the best variety are well held, and are seldom in th 
market, more especially those shares producing from 14 to 16 per cent. i 
good man: mines, which have large amounts of ore discovered and i 
reserve. Those mines which make profits, by stoping the ore as fast as 
is discovered, and extracting it from bottom stopes, however good the d 
{ vidend may appear, are very dangerous to meddle with. They mere 
enhance the price of the shares for the time being, for selling 
poses, and endanger their permanent value. It is said that some o 
recent undertakings, which have come under the head of the dividen 
class, have made their dividends, not from actual sales, but from the esf 
mated stock on hand, and the reserved stopes, &ec. If this be true, it 
very evident that they cannot stand on their working merits, and ¢ 
merely forced to a temporary profit for improper purposes. 

The capitalists will, therefore, observe what precaution they must ts 
to guard against such deception, even within the range of what are co 
sidered y dividend undertakings. 

Let us now deduct the above 84 dividend-paying mines, and the 
which have paid heretofore, from the total number of 599: 84 + 48 = 13 
599 — 132467. We have 467 speculative mines, at present not 
ducing sufficient ores to _pay cost. And it is believed that more than 
of them are only kept up for gambling purposes, without a chance of beiz 
made to pay cost. ‘There are several amongst them capable of being re 
dered, if not profitable, at least able to pay cost, were they in the han 
of legitimate mining managers, and doubtless will, ere long, change han 
and become good dividend mines. There are also some which are e 
pected to commence paying dividends shortly. These are, however, b 
few, in comparison to the number of the worthless. 

Notwithstanding the unproductive character of a great number, and th 
unfavourable aspects of the setts, persons (called mine reporters) are four 
ready to make the most favourable reports on the whole of them, and 
hold them up.as the best in the country, &c. Mine brokers are thus ab 
to obtain buyers of shares at very high premiums. Indeed the recon 
mendation for investments of this nature proceeds principally from 
sons who seldom know, or care, what may be the intrinsic value of 
mines, provided they obtain their usual premiums, or commissions on 
sale of shares, 

Hence the cause of so much distrust, and the ruin of so many who ha 
incautiously, and without being properly advised, invested their capiti 
in such mining schemes. Even the really valuable mineral properties 2 
often rendered profitless to the owners, as well as to the shareholders, whi 
| in the hands of jobbing parties, who demand from the public extrava za 
| premiums, free syares, &c,, and neglect the working of the mines. 
ve such mines in the hands of careless and extravagant agents, w: 

merely write reports according to the dictation of the promoters, until 
sharehollers’ patiences are exhausted, who too often consider themsel 
| fortunate if they escape without further liabilities. And when the cot 
| cerns are just brought to a state of paying costs they are frequen 
wound-up, so that the promoters and their agents be at liberty to repe 
similar ings. Schemes of this kind change their names at each ne 
start, that it becomes very difficult to know them, and thus the poor 
initiated country capitalists, who are not versed in the mysteries of getti 
up mining setts, are caught, and are brought like sheep to the slaughte 
to be sacrificed each time for the benefit of a few promoters and broke:

IMPORTANT TO MINING SPECULATORS. 

At the Penzance County Court, on Tuesday, a case of some interest to 
the mining world was heard before the judge, G. G. Kekewich, Esq. Mr. 
Robert Byron, of London, one of Lloyd’s underwriters, was sued by Mr. 
William Ball, innkeeper, for 1/. 18s. 6d., the value of certain brandy, to- 
bacco, &ec., furnished to North Ding Dong Mine, — Pees Madron, 
but it was admitted at once that Ball had only allowed the suit to be con- 
ducted in his name under indemmification, and that the real issue to be 
tried was, whether Mr. Byron was the owner of 100 shares in the mine; 
or, whether bis repudiation ofa bargain for that number of shares had been 
sufficient. Mr. R. Millett appeared io: plaintiff, and Mr. J. Pascoe for de- 
fendant. It seemed that Mr. Jas. Permewan, of Penzance, whois a pur- 
ser and shareholder in mines in that neighbourhood, became the proprie- 
tor of the sett of a mining district in the parish of Madron, which had been 
previously worked by a company, at an expense of 8000/. or 10,0007, He 
was successful in obtaining this sett, after a great deal of difficulty and 
some expense. With the mine, were also conveyed to him an account- 
house, changing-house, &c. The mine was North Ding Dong, and 
it was proposed to re-try her by means of 1024 li. shares. Mr. Permewan 
went to London to seek shareholders, and, knowing that Mr. Byron was 
interested in adjoining mines, waited on him. A p stus and plan

were shown him, and it was agreed on that 100 shares should be trans- | that 


ferred to him from Mr, John Richards, in whose name a majority of the 
shares were placed in the market, and who has since left the country. 
This transfer was dated the 26th March, 1853, and was forwarded to Lon- 
don for Mr. Byron’s ratification. He retained it until the 23d of April, 
when the transfer was returned. In the meantime a mdence en- 
sued, the parties, in Penzance, being desirous of completing their list of 
proprietors. The solicitor for the plaintiff, however, alleged that this in- 
terval in the negociations was desired by Mr. Byrou, in order that he 
might watch the market; and, if possible, turn his half-completed bar- 
gain to advantage. The same gentleman also urged that this was not one 
of the cateh-penny mines, which tend to drug (and he might have added, 
to disgrace) the mining market. It was anything but that, as it was now 
in full swing, was a prosperous mine, and there was a time when Mr. 
Permewan was in a position to have sold the shares so transferred to Mr. 
Byron at a sum above that agreed on by the latter to be given. On the 
other hand, the bargain, as understood by Mr. Pemewan, was positively 
denied by Mr. Byron, who stated that the shares were sold to him for 30/., 
and he ratified the transfer with this full understanding. Directly a de- 
mand was made, contrary to this, he repudiated the whole transaction ; 
and that this was understood and aeted on in Penzance, he showed by the 
evidence of a young man named Glasson, now in his employ, but until 
recently a clerk under Mr. Permewan. The evidence of the defendant and 
Mr. Permewan being directly contradictory on some points, a discussion 
had to be arrived at by collateral features of the case. Thus, an enquiry 
was instituted into the various meetings held in connection with North 
Ding Dong, and as to how far Mr. Byron had been treated as a share- 
holder. During the cross-examination of Mr. Permewan, much laughter 
was caused by the circumstance that a mine meeting had been held, at 
which resolutions were proposed and carried, nem. con.—that the accounts 
produced were correct, and showed a balance due to the purser; that a 
call of 103. per share should be made; and that the mine’s claim on Mr.

PORTABLE MINING ENGINES. 

We last week received two commauniestions, which were inserted in our 
Journal, from “* R. S.”" (Albany-road), and “‘ P. M. Magrath” (Dublin), re- 
ferring to some particulars connected with the portable engines supplied by 
Messrs. Medwin and Hall, for mining and other purposes, and we were then 
compelled, from press of matter, to defer our reply to the present week. 
In answer to the enquiries contained in these letters, we have obtained 
the following information :— 

The cost of Medwin and Hail’s boiler, with return flue, as compared 
with a common tubular, is about as one tothree. The consumption of 
fuel, so far as we have been able to ascertain, ig very low, but we cannot 
speak as to the precise quaniity, which will, F course, vary per horse- 
power, according to differen: sized engines, being less in proportion where 
the power is greatest 

We are not aware that these engines have yet been introduced into Ire- 
land, but two or three of them, we are informed, are now being shipped 
there. A great number have been sent te Australia, and-no doubt, from 
the way in which they have worked in this country, with every success. 
Some were forwarded to the colony as late as last week. e Anglo- 
Australian Company purchased one some time since, partly upon our re- 
commendation. It was a 20-horse boiler, mounted with an 8-horse en- 
gine, the surplus power of the boiler being intended to work three of 
Baggs’s Patent Steam Stamps, which were dispatched at the same time. 
A trial of the engine, at which we were present, was made st the manu- 
factory in the Blackfriars-road, and its working elicited, we remember, 
the unanimous approbation of the directors, and other officials, connected 
with the company. 

As to the subject of wear and tear, we have never heard any complaints 
relative to it, and we should presume it is about the same here as im sta- 
tionary engines generally, and certainly very much less than in the ordi- 
dinary locomotives. . 

Although we are unable to refer our Dublin correspondent to any lo- 
eality in the immediate neighbourhood of the Irish metropolis where he 
may see one of these engines at work, yet it may possibly be worth his 
while, under the circumstances stated, to visit this country or Wales for 
the purpose, where he will have ample opportunity of satisfying his judg- 
ment in this respect. We may refer him, among other places, to 
Abersychan Iron-Works, near Newport, Monmouthshire ; to the works 
of the Dowlais Iron Company; the Old Trewether Consolidated Mining 
Company, Port Isaac, Cornwall; the North Towy Mine, Carmarthen ; 
the Penllyne Mine, near Bridgend, South Wales; the Poltimore Mining 
Company ; the Great Malvern Tunnel, Worcester; the Penmaen Mining 
Company, Dolgelly, Merioneth, &c. 

In addition, there are, we understand, about 50 or 60 of these engines, 
of various horse-power, let out on hire in various parts of the kingdom, 
so that our correspondent can easily satisfy himself, if he will be at the 
trouble to cross St. George’s Channel. 








Tue Sopa Trape.—We are glad to learn that the stocks on hand ofal- 
kali and crystals of soda have been nearly, if not wholly, cleared off, both on the 
Tyne and Wear, and that orders at a considerable advance upon the prices accepted 
a few weeks ago bave been refused by some of our makers.
